HOSPITAL FACILITIES 

Feb. 5: Existing facilities in Naval 
hospitals in the United States and the 
current construction program will pro- 
vide approximately 40,000 beds, June 30, 
1943. The planned expansion for 1944' is 
20,000 additional beds, in hospitals, by 
expansion of present facilities, by ac- 
quisition of existing structures such as 
otels, or possibly by construction of 
val hospitals at various sites. 

The section of Neuropsychiatry, rec- 
ommends the acquisition of additional 
hospitals for the care and treatment of 
casualties returning from combat areas 
and ships, suffering from nervous mani- 
festations in conjunction with fatigue 
and exhaustive states. The strenuous 
nature of duty performed under present 
day combat conditions has greatly in- 
creased the number of patients returned 
to the United States suffering with var- 
ious neurotic syndromes which will re- 
quire intensive specialized psychothera- 
peutic treatment. These patients do not 
do well in general hospitals with their 
attendant attitudes of physical illness. 
These cases must of course be carefully 
selected and transferred from general 
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hospitals upon recommendation of the NP 
staff. By means of graded exercise, 
rest and psychotherapy these patients 
could be more speedily returned to duty 
or ,if this is impossible they will at 
least be returned to civilian life in 
& normal pre -enlistment emotional level. 
It must be emphasized that these are not 
activities for the institutional care of 
protracted neuropsychiatric conditions. 

Portable field prosthetic and dental 
operative units developed by Comdr, C. 
E. Allen, (DC), USN., W a r Planning, and-

program of procurement is fully under 
way it is expected that the increment 
will be at the rate of 100 technicians 
and 500 general service W a ves per month. 

These Wave members of the Hospital 
Corps are enlisted as Apprentice Seamen, 
V-10, U.S. Naval Reserve. They undergo 
a routine period of "-Ay... indoctrination 
at Wave schools. Following this recruit 
training, Hospital Corps Waves are ad- 
vanced to Hospital Apprentice ratings 
and transferred to the Naval Medical 
Center, Bethesda, Md. , the U.S. Naval 
Hospital, -San Diego, Calif., (or to such 
other naval hospitals as may be desig- 
nated), for further indoctrination and 
duty in the Hospital Corps. 

The first groups of Wave technicians 
have been received at Bethesda and San 
Diego, and are now undergoing indoctri- 
nation in Hospital Corps duties. Lieut. 
W. p. Briggs is no?/ at Cedar Falls, Iowa, 
screening Wave recruits to make up the 
second monthly quota of 100 technicians. 
It is hoped that the program of procure- 
ment for the over- all quota of 600 per 
month will.jhp under way by March or April 
at the latest, n
